FOREWORD. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, 

UTTOXETER HOSPITAL CARNIVAL WEEK, 1934 
calling and appealing for your help and support. • 

Some little explanation is perhaps needed to our supporters who are not aware that 
a much bigger effort is being made. Previous Carnivals held for a number of years 
were on behalf of the Recreation Ground, but we felt that the time had arrived when our 
local Urban District Council could very well carry on with this responsibility. Further, 
our local Hospitals and Infirmaries were urgently calling for assistance and although 
the Town supported every effort for Hospital Charity that was organised in the Town, 
we were still a long way behind in giving in cash for what we received in Hospital and 
Nursing assistance. In fact, the Uttoxeter patients cost the various Institutions where they 
received treatment a sum of no less than £550 more than was actually received in donations, 
a state of affairs we could not tolerate any longer. A big effort was essential: a Carnival 
appeared the only way that a sufficent sum could be raised, but it had to be on a much 
bigger scale than anything previously held. 

A Public Meeting was called and the support received gave your Committee confidence 
to go forward. We originally intended to raise at least a nett amount of £500; to support 
this, a subscription list was opened which now totals the magnificent sum of £350. The 
efforts this year which were organised prior to the Carnival have realised the nett amount 
of £150 making a total of £500 to date. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, we enjoy working for this cause just as much as you appreciate 
supporting, but this appeared to be far too easy a method of raising the desired amount and 
the only way appeared to double the amount of our objective and aim at £1,000. This 
meant of course doubling every effort, the finding of ways and means in which more money 
could be raised and the getting into shape of a Carnival Week. We have done our best 
and we now place before you a Week of Festivities that is worthy of your 100% support. 

In our every efforts up-to-date we feel that we can justly claim to have given you 
a variety of events and in every case full value for your money, it is now up to you to give 
of your very best. When you have need of Hospital treatment the Hospitals never let 
you down, it is up to you that you do not let them down. With your full support and 
good wishes we shall realise our objective and we shall go forward to another year with 
the endeavour to make Uttoxeter Hospital Carnival a day of days, and a week of weeks 
throughout the Midland Counties.

What to do with the Brewery 


Many suggestions offered to Local Council. 


T H E chief topic of conversation in the Town at present is what to do with the Brewery. 
Our local Urban District Council have debated this problem into the early hours 
of the morning and have then gone home—nothing doing. Meetings have been held 
by all classes and communities to help in deciding this very great problem but still the old 
Brewery remains as a land-mark for aeroplanes, a garage for the Ambulance and a memory 
of bygone days. It is to be observed that numbers of the older inhabitants often give a 
sigh when passing this edifice. 

It is our endeavour to assist to solve this most difficult difficulty and for this purpose 
one of our representatives has made searching enquiries into the problem : What is Uttoxeter 
lacking ? What does Uttoxeter want ? 

The first suggestion to turn it into a Greyhound Racing Track, or a Dirt Track, is de¬ 
cidedly off, for although we have plenty of dogs in the town they are not of the Greyhound 
type and we have no dirt except in certain streets on a Sunday morning. The possibility 
of turning it into an air-port on the Manchester to London airway is not to be despised, 
unfortunately, however, the Parish Church is in a direct line and it might prove too costly 
to the scheme to have to remove the Church. A further suggestion was to turn it into a local 
Museum and Zoological Gardens, we are now at last getting warmer as we have plenty of 
museum pieces wanting a home and Zoological specimens are by no means scarce. There 
is also a lack of Football grounds in or near the Town and as we understand the Amateurs 
Football Team are applying for admission to the 3rd Division of the Football League it would 
no doubt be an excellent idea to convert it into a first class Football Ground. 

Still seeking enlightenment, we find a school of thought favours including a number 
of less desirable business premises in High Street in with the Slum Clearance scheme and 
rebuilding our main shopping centre 50 yards back, this is not a bad idea if the C.C. will 
find the necessary. 

Many suggestions are still coming in up to the time of going to press, one in every two 
favours a Motor Park, one in three favours a Market Hall, others plump for a new Town Hall, 
a Dance Hall, a Skating Rink and various other suggestions which we hesitate to mention. 

For our own opinion we offer, free, gratis, the suggestion that the whole of the pro¬ 
perty should be pulled down and in fact everything removed from the site and the whole 
turned into a Park with a portion for a kiddies' playground, somewhere where the weary 
can find a few moments rest from the toils of the work-a-day world and somewhere for 
keeping the children off the streets and so help reduce the slaughter of the roads. 

Think it over, dear readers, and write to your favourite Councillor for his support. 
Future generations will rise and thank you.

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MILK PROBLEM SOLVED 


FARMERS’ PARADISE ASSURED IN FUTURE. 


Professor Gizard s Scheme. 


I T was revealed yesterday that Pro¬ 
fessor Gizard, the well-known author¬ 
ity on guinea pig breeding and leg 
theory, has at last invented a plan which 
will solve the milk problem. 

For several days, Mr. Samuel Eifer, our 
agricultural correspondent, has been en¬ 
deavouring to interview the great scientist, 
but it was not until four o’clock yester¬ 
day afternoon that he managed to dodge 
into the house behind the coal man. 

“We are on the threshold of a new era,” 
the Professor remarked, “The old order 
is changing, yielding place to new” and 
the milky way will soon be an established 
fact. My scheme will revolutionise farm¬ 
ing and turn the industry from a mucky 
pastime to a black-coated profession. 
There is no reason at all, he added, why 
every farm of the future should not possess 
its office boy and shorthand typist. The 
professor then went on to outline the 
scheme at length. 

The Scheme— 

Every farm will be equipped with a 
specially made milking and “distributing 
shed” the roof of which will contain thous- 
of pipes and a powerful suction plant. 
Twice a day, the dairy cows will enter 
the stalls while suitable music is played on 
a radio-gram (part of the equipment). 
When the milking operations have been 
carried out by the suction apparatus, the 
milk will be automatically deposited in 
the roof-pipes and will be ready cooled 
and skimmed for the consumer. 


In every house in the towns and villages 
around the particular farm, an instrument 
will be installed in the kitchen which will 
supply milk to the house by the penny-in- 
the-slot method, thus cutting out the 
distributing charges on fresh milk. 

This will be a great blow to the Dairies. 

A Demonstration — 

Towards the end of the interview, Pro¬ 
fessor Gizard gave a demonstration of 
how his ingenious plan worked in practice. 
He took Mr. Eifer to his kitchen and 
placed a penny in a curiously shaped 
instrument, holding a tumbler in his hand 
under the “distributor.” He then pressed 
a knob marked “Button A,” but unfor¬ 
tunately nothing happended. The Pro¬ 
fessor, however, was not in the least per¬ 
turbed, and explained that the milk line 
was engaged. To deal with occasions 
such as this he proposed to manufacture 
a de luxe model with a “Button B” so 
that pennies could be returned if the milk 
line was engaged. 

After a three minute wait, the machine 
worked admirably, and the milk which 
flowed from the tap was quite white. 

It is safe to prophesy that the scheme 
will be a wonderful aid to the farmers. 

Professor Gizard was uncertain as to 
his future plans, but he said that he was 
willing to sell all his Dairy Shares, and 
also part of his guinea pig farm.
